Rtsolution

Action has been started toward 
securing a vast lake on Lusk Creek 
Canyon in Pope County. 
The Shawnee Hills Recreation 
Association, meeting Monday night 
at Golconda, unanimously passed 
a resolution presented by George 
Scherrer of Shawneetown which 
proposed such a lake by the erec­ 
tion of a dam at the site. 
A lake created by this dam 
would nave » pool area of 3,600 
acres, a storage capacity of 96,000 
acre-feet or 31,281 million gallons, 
and a watershed area of 81 square 
miles. 
Much of the proposed lake 
area is on Forest Service land.
